Nr.w Orleans, La., Oct. 4.—The steam- 
cis Beverly Harris and the Cleon are at 
• <>r’v recovering tho dead from the wreck 
I the Corona. 
The body of Pat Ryan, 
tho steward, was found jammed between 
'wo bunks in a state room. 
After an in- 
uest the body was buried ani marked, so 
it can bo recovered by his relatives. 
The 
body of Mrs. Huff has been found and 
to Baton Rouge. 
No other bodies 
have as yet been recovered. 
Tho valises 
of \Y ill ie Nelson and J. Vr. Jordan have 
I cen found. 
Capt. Ben Cornwell passed 
"]> on the steamer Dickie yesterday on 
his way home to Smithland, La. 
He re- 
0 i ved medical attention here. Ho is badly, 
hut not dangerously, burned about the 
face and hands. 
A number of the survivors of the dis­ 
aster have reached this city. 
As they 
stepped from the train they were sur­ 
rounded by a crowd of weeping men and 
women, all anxious to learn the fate of 
some loved ones. 
The scone was heart­ 
rending. 
Mrs. Henry Blanks, who was 
am ong the survivors, .says: 
“ I was standing with my sister and 
youngest child in ray arms in the roar of 
the boat’s cabin when the explosion took 
place. 
The chambermaid came running 
to us 
with life-preservers, which we 
- astoned on. 
William Fleming, the pan­ 
tryman, then came running to us and 
told us to go up on the hurricane roof 
until he could get the lifeboat down, 
which he did in a hurry. 
We then got 
into the yawl, and hardly had we been 
seated 
when the boat was swamped, 
throwing us all into the river. 
I, with 
my 3-year-old child in my arms, held on 
to a piece of wreckage until ono of the 
St. Louis boats came and saved us. 
I 
told tho child: ‘Hold tight, daughter; 
God will save us.* 
Of my sister, Mrs. 
Huff, who is a widow from Opelousas, I 
saw no more after the boat capsized.” 
A 6-year-old boy of Mrs. Henry Blanks, 
who was blown into the air by tho explo­ 
sion, says: 
“ I was out looking at Capt. Sweeny fix­ 
ing the electric light and then went Into 
tho cabin to see my mother, and had hard­ 
ly got as far as the office when I was blown 
away into the air, and when I came down 
1 fell into tho river on my back. 
When I 
came to the surface I caught on to a sack. 
An old man was near by holding a piece 
of wood, howling for the yawls to come 
and save him. 
It was then that I was 
frightened and began to yell also, when tho 
skiff came and picked me and the old man 
up and took us on their boat, the City of 
St. Louis.” 
The brave little fellow Is badly hurt 
about the head. 
He says this was caused 
by a man throwing a plank on him. 
Capt. Sweeny says that Capt. Blanks 
was sitting in the barber’s chair at the 
time of the explosion and was hurled 
through the cabin roof and killed. 
The 
others 
were struck by flying timbers, 
among whom was Shirimp Hanna, 
who 
w as sitting near the clerk’s office. 
Those 
not killed outright by flying timbers were 
pinned down aud scalded to death. 
Capt. 
Sweeney remained on the wreck as long 
as possible, and when there was no chance 
to resucue any one he sprung overboard 
and w as picked up by the yawl of the 
city of St. Louis. 
Mr. Henry Jolie, the pilot of the Corona, 
and Charles Pierce, the steersman, were in 
the pilot house at the time of the explo­ 
sion. 
They woro blown into the air and 
fell down through the wreck on the lower 
deck on debris. 
Both were badly hurt. 
Mr. Pierce corroborated the statement that 
the Corona blew up just af tor having 
saluted the City of St. Louis. 
Henry Baughman, passenger, of Dan­ 
ville, Peter 
Leonard, roustabout, and 
Alexander Seymour, night watchman— 
tho latter reported lost—are all badly 
hurt. 
They were rescued by boats from 
the City of St. Louis.

TWO GAMBLERS SUICIDE. 


Closing of New Orleans Gam bling Houses 
Causes Two F atalities. 
N ew Orleans,O c t,6. — Early yesterday 
morning Joseph M. Marcus, a young He­ 
brew merchant and a silent partner in a 
tabooed houses, sent a bullet through his 
brain while standing near the main en­ 
trance to the Parish prison: 
Insomnia and 
the fear of loss are supposed to have caused 
the act 
Later iu the day Napoleon Bonaparte 
White, one of the most familiar figures of 
the local gambling fraternity, was found 
dead in his bed In a lodging house on 
Custom House street 
A vial, in which a 
few drops of a decoction of morphine still 
remained, lay near the corpse, and left no 
doubt as to the causa of the death. 
About 
the time that the order Was being drawn 
up yesterday and the mayor and chief of 
police wero conferring upon the matter 
White became very despondent, and in­ 
timated to his friends that he had pro­ 
vided a means of avoiding the threatened 
trouble, and had purchased a pistol, which 
ho proposed to use in case his fir.-t venture 
miscarried. 
White was an engineer by 
profession, and vears before tho war 
served on a Mississippi steam er. 
He 
afterward became a steamboat gambler. 
When Walker planned his famous ex­ 
pedition to Nicaragua in 1856 White was 
one of the first to enroll himself in tho 
band, aud after the final collapse of che ex­ 
pedition he drifted back to his old haunts 
here. 
For years past he had officiated in 
various capacities In the faro banks of this 
city.

that the decrease of national bank currency 
continues, the falling off of last month 
having amounted to over $2,000,000, in 
spite of the demand for currency at this 
particular time of the year. 
In the meantime the circulation of silver 
certificates bas increased more than the 
national bank notes have decreased, the 
increase of the former for the month be­ 
ing over $6,000,000. The reduction in na­ 
tional bank notes during the last year has 
been $10,000,000, while the silver certifi­ 
cates have increased to more than this 
sum, thus keeping up the volume of cur* 
rency. 
A large number of members of Congress 
are now in the city, the return of the Presi­ 
dent and cabinet, after a long absence, 
having had a tendency to draw them here. 
Inquiry and observation among them seems 
to indicate that the speakership contest 
lies between McKinley and Reed. 


E P IZ O O T IC A M O N G CATTLE. 


It Hrenks Out A m ong th e A nim als in 
F en n sylvan la —Form ers Are Seared. 
R e a d i n g , Pa., Oct. 6 . — The cattle dis­ 
ease in the upper part of this county is 
assuming alarming proportions and there 
is a great deal of apprenension among the 
farmers over its rapid spread and its ap­ 
parently contagious character. 
Dr. K. H. Cleaver of this city, who has 
just returned from an investigation of the 
localities in Lehigh county and upper 
Berks, where the disease is prevalent, pro­ 
nounces it “epizootic apthze.” The center 
of the infection is in Lynn township. Le­ 
high county, 
and in Albany township, 
Berks county. 
He found hundreds of cat­ 
tle affected and they were dying by 
dozens. 
In some places whole herds ara 
suffering and the production of dairies has 
been stopped. 
Dr. Cleaver thinks if prom pt measures 
are taken and tho herds already affected 
carefully quarantined the progress of the 
disease may be checked.
